A plea for more sponsors to en- 
able displaced persons to be brought 
to this country from Europe was 
made last week by Miss Gertrude 
Ely. Merion Ave., Bryn Mawr, up-

work and find out what jobs are 
available in their communities and 
what housing can be secured. 

"Then send this information 



Miss Ely made the trip as an 
unofficial observer for the United 
Nations International Refugee Or- 
ganization (in charge of displaced 
persons) and the UN Committee for 
International Children's Emergency 
Fund. She visited France, Germany, 
Switzerland, Austria, Italy and 
Czechoslovakia. 

Despite the excellent work being 
done by IRO workers, she said, con- 
ditions of DP camps in Germany, 
Austria and northern Italy are ap- 
palling because of the lack of equip- 
ment, privacy and other necessities. 

"I have never seen people who I 
have absolutely nothing, with more 
faith, hope and ambition," Miss Ely 
declared. "They have absolutely no 
privacy, they have no possessions, 
other than in some cases a few 
scraps of cloth, and most of them 
have nothing to do. 

"Each has only a bed and two 
blankets and the clothes they have 
on their backs. Some of them, to 
get a semblance of privacy, sacri- 
fice one of their blankets to hang 
between the beds. 

"And yet, despite the fact that 
they have been living this abnormal 
life in the DP camps for more than 
three years and in Nazi prison 
camps for an "additional six years, 
they have not lost their faith in life 
and in other human beings. 

"There are two things we must 
do," she said. "We must secure 
. more sponsorships guaranteeing 
work and lodging for these people 
in our 'country, and we must be 
t sure that when they get here they 
get the right impression of America 
from the way in which they are re- 
ceived and taken care of." 

She urged that churches, organi- 
^ zations and individuals of Lower 
Merion and Haverford Townships 
and Narberth Borough join with 
»« other groups and individuals 
throughout the country in offering 
the necessary sponsorships. 

Pointing out that Protestant or- 
ganizations are lagging far behind 
^the Jewish and Catholic groups in 
' finding group sponsorships for the 
DP's, she suggested that every 
group, religious or secular, get to

to the U. S. Commission in Wash- 
ington, D. C," she said. 

In describing the DP camps she 
visited, Miss Ely said that many of 
them were set up in old German 
barracks, old factories or schools. 
"In some cases whole sections of a 
town have been taken over," she 
said. 

She said one of the amazing 
things was that every type of work- 
er is represented in each of the 
camps, which range in size from 15,- 
000 to 45,000, giving farmers, teach- 
ers, shopkeepers and every type of 
person you can think of," she said. 

She said that although it was the 
policy to put together nationalities 
which would be congenial in re- 
ligion, living habits and language, 
this was not always possible. "Some 
of the camps have as many as 35 
different nationalities in them," she 
said. 

"One of the many tragedies," she 
said, "is the fact that they can't all 
be busy. They all want to work and 
are proud of their ability, but there 
just aren't enough jobs to go 
around." 

Many of the camps have set up 
shops and in addition, the teachers 
in the groups have started classes 
for adults as well as children, and 
these are working out beautifully 
despite the lack of supplies. 

She said that some families, even 
though their greatest mission in life 
was to get out of the camps and to 
a country as far away from Europe 
as possible, would not leave unless 
every member could come too. 
"Some of the families were broken 
up for years during the war," she 
said, "and it is a heart-breaking 
thing for them to be told that now 
that they have found each other 
again they can't, stay together if 
they want to leave the camp." 

Many countries, including the 
United States, she explained, will 
take families including children un- 
der 16 but will not accept those 
over 16.

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Struck by Paoli 
Local at HaVerford 

A 48-year-old Haverford woman 
escaped death last Thursday morn- 
ing when she either fell or jumped 
in front of a westbound Paoli local 
train as it was drawing to a stop 
at the Haverford railroad station. 
Identified as Mrs. Jeanne DeRouse 
Naisby, of the Haverford Villa 
Apartments, Montgomery and 
Woodside Aves., she was rushed to 
Bryn Mawr Hospital where her 
crushed left leg was amputated 
below the knee. 

She was reported in good con- 
dition yesterday by hospital author- 
ities wiio said her other injuries in 
elude a broken jaw, a fracture of 
the left forearm and mutiple cuts 
and bruises of the entire left side. 

Mrs. Naisby, whose second hus- 
band, Russell, died in 1940, was 
seen by witnesses "acting in a pe- 
culiar manner" prior to the acci- 
dent, according to Lower Merion 
police, who said she "apparently 
jumped in front, of the train." 

They said her escape from death 
was probably due to the fact, that 
she apparently was struck by the 
train at an angle and instead of 
being crushed under the wheels was 
thrown ahead of the engine. 

Police were called to the scene 
by Frederick Cuesla, taxi driver, 
and P. H. Handwork, railroad ticket 
agent. Mrs. Naisby was taken to the 
hospital in a police ambulance. 

Railroad ollicials said the woman 
waa struck at 9:07 A. M. by the com- 
muter train which had left the .Sub- 
urban Station in Phila. at 8:45 
A. M. They said that approximately 
300 passengers were delayed 20 
minutes. The engineman, they said, 
was H. T. Almond, of Philadelphia. 
Police said Mrs. Naisby was re- 
leased November 22 from the State 
Hospital in Norrislown.

The present five-cent school chil- 
dren's rate will not be affected by'i_; 
the new schedule. Fares for chil 
dren under 12 years will be on the 
basis of four tickets for 30 cents in 
place of five tickets for 25 cents, 
thus maintaining the 25 percent 
discount formerly in effect. Children 
under five years will continue to 
ride free. 

Strip or book tickets, which sell 
for 11 for $1 or 30 for $2.50, will be 
accepted as fares for a period of 90 
days after January 1. If holders of 
these tickets do not use them in 
that time, a redemption value will 
be allowed by the company. 

The company, in its application to 
the PUC for the tariff boost, stated 
that rising material costs, together 
with higher operating expense and 
wage increases for employes, neces- 
sitated the fare rise in order to 
"maintain quality of service." 

It also cited its postwar improve- 
ment program which calls for new 
equipment on both rail and bus 
lines, as an added reason for the 
rate boost.

the acceptance of DP's in America, 
Miss Ely said, "When people say 
they don't want displaced persons 
because they're subversive, I an- 
swer this: 

These are the people who were 
opposed to the Nazis and went 1o 
prison camps rather than accept the 
Nazi way of life. You couldn't find 
any people in the world who are 
less apt to want to destroy a demo- 
cratic country. 

Those Americans who think we 
will be getting weak stock should 
realize that any person who could 
survive the nine years of hardships 
endured by these people must be 
strong, healthy people. 

"Those Americans who say: 'The 
DP's haven't worked for years; 
they've forgotten how to work; 
they'll be lazy and a burden 1o us,' 
should have been with me in No- 
vember when I went through a 
train which was transporting the 
second group of displaced persons 
to the ship leaving Germany for 
America. 

"They were so happy and yet so 
anxious and fearful that something 
would happen to prevent tneir leav- 
ing that it was heart-breaking. 

"As I walked through the com- 
partments of the train. I asked as 
many as I could what they were go- 
ing to do when they got to America. 
Ninety-nine percent of them an- 
swered that they were going to 
work. 

"Their answers were consistently 
— 'I'm an electrician, I'm going to 
work;' 'I'm a dressmaker, I'm going 
to work;' 'I'm a carpenter, I'm go- 
ign to work;' 'I'm a farmer, I'm go- 
ing to work.' 

'Then there are those who say 
'there aren't enough jobs for 
Americans; why bring in more peo- 
ple?' I say to them you should see 
the lists that have already been 
sent to the U. S. Commission guar- 
anteeing jobs, asking for so many 
electricians, so many dressmakers 
and so forth." 

Miss Ely said that the displaced 
persons have grown rather cool 
about coming to America because 
they think the Americans don't 
want them, but that they still have 
great respect and admiration for 
the American people. 

Their chief ambitions, she said, 
are to have a home where they can 
be a family once more, to have 
work, and to get as far away from 
Europe as possible. Their greatest 
fears are that they will be left 
there and be forgotten, and that 
there will be another war in Eu- 
rope. 

Miss Ely praised highly the work 
of the IRO personnel and the work 
of the numerous volunteer organi- 
zations in the camps. 

She also praised the work of the 
UN's ICEF in feeding the children 
in the schools and institutions. 
These are not DP children, she 
pointed out, but the children in the 
various countries. 

She said there was not nearly 
enough money for this but that 
what was'being done was extreme- 
ly beneficial for the children. "Even 
the small amounts of fat, cocoa, 
milk and other foods they are get- 
ting are working wonders with 
them," she said. 

In addition to this work, she said, 
the ICEF 'is cooperating with the 
World Health Organiaation in giv- 
ing anti-TB inoculations to millions 
of children and young children in 
European and other countries, and 
in giving anti-syphilis treatments to 
babies and pregnant mothers, 



Half a hundred homes in the 
vicinity of Warner Ave. and Lan- 
caster Pike.

Thomas Koletas, proprietor of a 
cafe on the southwest corner of 
the intersection, called Bryn Mawr 
Fire Company about 6 A. M., when 
he noticed a cloud of steam rising 
from his cellar. Water damaged 
goods in the cellar of an American 
Store, a Chinese laundry anda bar- 
ber shop, as well as many homes jn 
the area. Police said the water 
reached a seven-foot level in some 
cellars. 

The block was roped off from 
Lancaster Pike to Old Lancaster 
Road while repair crews worked 
for half a day to put the main back 
in service. .
